Deo, 20th.-(Continned)—-A ftor finishing our 
frogal breakfast at Shib-shui, Chan, we passed 
throagh the long atreet which docs duty for a 
town, sid crossed a river by a, fins’ nine-arched 
stone bridge, with stone pillars, posts aud panels, 
soulptored tith monkeys embracing eadh athor, 
men amusing. themselves, oll corte of fruits, and 
sarions other natural objects which presented 
thamselves to the, minds of the stono-ontters. 
‘The bed of the river was about forty yards wide, 
bat i¢ had not much water in'it, It flows down
